Without going into the particulars ot the diffi- 
culty, suffice il to say that 'Mr. Lowe considered 
himself aggrieved at Mr. MaxweH'sdenouncing a 
paper of which he was the author, as a political 
juggle, etc. He demanded of Maxwell an apolo- 
gy, or the sat ; slactiou which one gentleman bad 
a right to ask of another. Mr- Maxwell refused j 
to apologize, or to receive a note from him. Mr. I 
Low e (hen threatened to horsewhip him on sight, j 
but afterwards offered to withdraw the threat il ' 
Mr. .Maxwell would indicate his willingness to i 
apologize for the original insult, or even to enter ' 
into negotiations through mutual friends lor a 
satisfactory adjustment of the difficulty between j 
them. A 

Up to a very short time previous to the open- 
ing of the Circuit Court at Hawesville, last 
Monday, if not to the very day itself, when Mr, 
Maxwell w as to be there in his official capacity 
as Commonwealth's Attorney, the friends of Mr.

Lowe was 
tin n taken back to the court-house, and deliver- 
ed to Judge StUlrt, Some of the mob manifest- 
ing a wish to" lynch Lowe, Jndge Stuart rose and 
said he was in the hands of the law, w hich should 
be honored, and Lowe should not be injured un- 
til the mob pissed over his dead body. His 
speech prolonged Lowe's term of life at least for 
a few hour*, and after his wounds were dressed in 
the court house, accompanied by Jndge Stuart,' 
he was taken to jail. The Judge remained with 
him until a late hour in the night, when it was 
thought the excitement was at an end, and the 
prisoner safe Irom the fury of those who bad 
so ight his life.
